Note: The authenticity of this important relic of the Emperor Napoleon 
is well established. The box was given by Napoleon at St. Helena in 1821, 
shortly before his death, to his devoted physician, Dr. Antommarchi, who was 
with him at the end, and who made the Emperor’s death mask. Dr. Antom- 
marchi came to Havana at the beginning of 1837, and the snuff box was sold 
by him to Sr. Tito Visino, the Bavarian Consul at Havana, during the first 
few months of the doctor’s residence in the city. From Sr. Visino, it passed 
into the hands of Col. Manuel Gimenes of Havana, and was given by him to 
Gen. Felipe de Goicouria, grandfather of the present owner, in 1868. 

oe }, ie A letter dated Mexico, January 28, 1854, from Sr. Visino to Col Gimenes 

reads in part as follows (translation): “I had the pleasure of placing in the 
hands of my old friend of the years 1835-36, as proof of my sincere affection for 
him, the snuff box which I bought from Dr. Antommarchi during the first 
months of his residence in Havana. Doctor Antommarchi assured me this box 
had been presented to him by Emperor Napoleon about one week prior to his 
death at Saint Helena, Napoleon having carried it for his own use since his 
return from the Island of Elba until that date . 

“Although the testimony of the Chief Physician was sufficiently authentic, 
I nevertheless showed this box to General Bertrand when he visited Havana 
en route to the United States of America, and in truth he recognized it immedi- 
ately to be the same the Emperor used during those memorable Hundred 
Days, and in his exile, assuring me that he himself was present at Longwood 
at the time the gift was made. 


“Arriving in France early in 1850, I was presented to the venerable 
Marshal Soult de Soultberg, who immediately recognized the box and said, ‘It 
is certainly the snuff box of the Hundred Days’, and kissing the portrait he 
returned the box to me.” ‘This and other documents relating to the box will be 
given to the purchaser.
